Issachar called Zebulon with 
the Rams Horn, just as in Israel,to come and offer 
sacrifices. However, their sacrifices were anything 
but righteous. They sacrificed human flesh, and 
were reputed for eating body parts, especially the 
heart. Cannibals of the worst form! 
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Hosea 8:13 They sacrifice flesh for the sacrifices of mine offerings, and eat it; but the LORD ac- 
cepteth them not; now will he remember their iniquity, and visit their sins: they shall return to Egypt.
